STATISTICS OF AGRICULTURE. 
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STATISTICS OF AGRICULTURE. 



In collecting these statistics no farm of less than 3 acres -was enu- 
merated unless at least $500 worth of products had been actually sold 
from the same during the year preceding the census year. The improved 
acreage includes all land once cultivated, unless afterward abandoned, 
and all permanent meadows and pastures. 

The tables show the number, area^ and valuation of farms in each 
census year from 1850 to 1890, the live stock on hand June 1 of such 
year, and the agricultural products for the calendar year preceding the 
census year. The number of farms in the United States has increased 
from 1,449,073 in 1850 to 4,564,641 in 1890, or 215 per cent. The largest 
increase in any decade was between 1870 and 1880, when it was 1,348,922, 
or 50.7.1 per cent, and the smallest increase was during the last decade, 
namely, 555,734, or 13.86 per cent. The average size of farms was 
greatest in 1850, 203 acres, and least in 1880, 134 acres. In 1890 the 
average size was 137 acres. The increase in the number of farms of 
less than 50 acres since 1880 has been 142,957, or 12.16 per cent; from 
50 to 100 acres, 88,675, or 8.58 per cent; from 500 to 1,000 acres, 8,423, 
or 11.09 per cent, and of 1,000 acres and over, 2,968, or 10.39 per cent. 
Comparison as to the classification of farms can not be made between 
the figures reported by the censuses of 1860 and 1870 and those shown 
for the censuses of 1880 and 1890. In the former censuses only im- 
proved land was taken into account, while for 1880 and 1890 both 
improved and unimproved lands are included. 

There has been an increase in the past decade of 285,422, or 9.66 per 
cent, farms cultivated by owners; of 132,302, or 41.04 per cent, farms 
rented for money, and of 138,010, or 19.65 per cent, farms rented for 
share of products. There has been an increase in the percentage of 
improved acreage to total farm acreage from 38.5 in 1850 to 67.4 in 1890. 

The valuation of farm lands has increased from $3,271,576,426 in 1850 
to $13,279,252,649 in 1890, or 305.90 per cent. The largest increase in 
valuation in any decade was between 1850 and 1860, although this was 
nearly equaled by the increase in valuation during the last decade, it 
having increased $3,373,469,681, or 103.11 per cent, between 1850 and 
1860, and $3,083,155,873, or 30.23 per cent, between 1880 and 1890. The 
valuation of farm products can only be compared satisfactorily for 1880 
and 1890, as previous to 1870 it was not returned at all, and in that 
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census included "betterraents and additions to stock", so that it can 
not be txsed for comparison with the figures of the last two cen suses. 

The live stock, as reported in this volume, is only that on farms, no 
account appearing here of the live stock on ranges or in cities. There 
has been a general increase in the number of all kinds of live stock on 
farms during the past 40 years, with the exception of working oxen, 
which show a decrease of 583,250, or 34.29 per cent. During the last 
decade tbere has been an increase in all of the live stock on farms. 
The number of working oxen reported in 1880 was 993,841, the smallest 
number reported in any of the five censuses ending with 1890. The 
census of 1890 reports 1,117,494 working oxen, an increase over 1880 
of 123,653, or 12.44 per cent, this being the next to the smallest number 
reported by any of the five censuses. 

The number of sheep on farms has increased since 1850. The increase 
between 1880 and 1890 was very small, however, amounting to only 
743,290, or 2.11 per cent. 

The average weight of wool per fleece in 1880 was 4.42 i)ounds and 
in 1890, 5.15 pounds. The increase in the amount of wool clipped on 
farms was 9,767,488 pounds, or 6.27 per cent, between 1880 and 1890, 
while since 1850 it has increased 112,932,280 pounds, or 215.04 per cent. 

There can be no comparison made between the production of milk as 
returned by the different censuses, since the report for 1870, the first 
made for this product, that of 1880, and that of the present census are 
each based upon entirely different returns, the present census showing 
the entire milk production of farms, including that used for butter ana 
cheese. The census of 1880 showed only the amount sold or sent to 
factories, while in 1870 the amount sold was all that appeared. 

The acreage under cereals not having been reported in any census 
previous to 1880, no comparison is possible except between that census 
and the census of 1890. During that decade barley increased in area 
1,223,107 acres, or 61.22 per cent, and in production 34,335,481 bushels, 
or 78.04 per cent. Buckwheat decreased in area 11,225 acres, or 1.32 
per cent, but increased in production 293,022 bushels, or 2.48 per cent. 
Indian corn increased in area 9,719,248 acres, or 15.58 per cent, and in 
production 367,735,871 bushels, or 20.96 per cent. Oats increased 
in area 12,176,084 acres, or 75.42 per cent, and in production 401,391,667 
bushels, or 98.41 per cent. Eye increased in area 329,371 acres, or 
17.88 per cent, and in production, 8,589,803 bushels, or 43.31 per cent, 
while wheat showed a decrease in area of 1,850,819 acres, or 5.22 per 
cent, and an increase in production of 8,890,831 bushels, or 1.93 per 
cent. 

The average net weight of a bale of cotton was, in 1850, 400 pounds; 
in 1860, 445 pounds; in 1870, 434 pounds; in 1880, 453 pounds, and in 
1890, 477 pounds. From 1880 to 1890 there was an increase in the num- 
ber of acres in cotton of 5,695,251, or 39.33 per cent, and in the pro- 
duction an increase of 957,210,120 pounds, or 36.71 per cent.

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STATISTICS OF MAITUFAOTURES. 



The tables relating to the statistics of manufactures are 3 in number; 
each table is comparative and presents the data as reported at the 
censuses of 1880 and 1890. 

Table 1 presents the totals for all classes of mechanical and manu- 
fiicturing industries in the United States and in each state and terri- 
tory. 

Table 2 presents the totals for the United States by specified indus- 
tries, classes of industry in which there are less than 3 establishments 
reported for 1890 being grouped in this table in order to avoid disclos- 
ing the operations of individual establishments. 

Table 3 prbsents for each state and territory the totals for a number 
of selected industries, together with the total for "All other industries" 
and for "All industries". The statements include only establishments 
which reported a product of $500 or more in value during the respec- 
tive census years ending May 31, 1880, and May 31, 1890, and show the 
totals for the two censuses under the following heads: first, number 
of establishments reporting; second, average number of employes and 
total wages; third, cost of materials used; fourth, value of products. 
The items "Cipital" and "Miscellaneous expenses" are not shown in 
this report. 

In comparing the statistics for the two censuses, it must be remem- 
bered that there have been numerous changes in both the form and the 
scope of the inquiry used at the Eleventh Census as compared with 
that adopted at the census of 1880. The most important of these dif- 
ferences are as follows : 

First. The great increase shown in the reports for those industries 
coming under the head of "Hand trades" is largely due to the fact 
that no previous census has so fully rei)orted such industries as car- 
pentering, blaclismithing, painting and paper hanging, and plumbing 
and gas fitting. The following industries were omitted at the census of 
1880, but are included in the totals presented for 1890, namely, bottling; 
cars and general shop construction and repairs by steam railroad com- 
panies; china, decorating; clothing, women's, dressmaking; cofllns and 
burial cases, trimming and finishing; cotton, cleaning and rehandling; 
cotton, ginning; cotton waste; drug grinding; druggists' preparations, 
not including prescriptions; gas, illuminating and heating; hay and 
straw, baling ; and millinery, custom work. Petroleum, refining, formed 
106 
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part of a separate report at the census of 1880, and the statistics were 
not included in the report on manufactures. At the census of 1880 
"Mixed textiles" appeared as a distinct classification, but the data were 
largely duplicated under other heads of textile manufacture. 

Second. The questions respecting employes and wages used at the 
Eleventh Census required the average number and total wages of 
males, females, and children, respectively, to be reported by classes of 
officers or firm members, clerks, operatives and skilled, unskilled, and 
pieceworkers. The questions used in the schedules on which the 
majority of the industries were reported at the Tenth Census called 
only for the " greatest number of hands employed at any one time dur- 
ing the year ", also " the average number of hands employed, males, 
females, and children, and the total wages", without designating the 
different classes of employes. It is believed the questions used at the 
Eleventh Census have more fully developed the true average number 
of employes and total wages. The tendency of the questions used at 
1880 was to obtain a number in excess of the average number of 
employes, while it is believed the questions used at 1890 obtained the 
average number. The questions at 1890 also tended to increase the 
amount of wages as compared with 1880. Therefore, the average annual 
wages j)ev employ^ as obtained from the reports for the two censuses 
are not comparable, nor should the amounts be used to ascertain the 
percentage of increase. 

Third. With the exception of a number of selected industries, the 
questions respecting the cost of materials and value of products used 
at the Tenth Census were as follows: "Value of materials (including 
mill supplies and fuel) ", " Value of products (including jobbing and 
repairing)". The corresponding questions used at the Eleventh Cen- 
sus required separate statements as to the cost of the " Principal 
materials", "Fuel", " Mill supplies", and " All other materials"; also 
the value of the " Principal product " and "All other products, includ- 
ing amounts received from custom work and repairing". The cost of 
materials used is the reijorted cost at the place of consumption. The 
value of products is the reported value at the factory of the total 
product for the year, not including any allowance for commissions or 
expenses of selling. 

The difference between the sum of the wages and cost of materials 
and the value of manufactured product can not be taken as indicating 
profit, because miscellaneous expenses are not included in these tables, 
and many items of expense enter into the mercantile portion of the 
business, which branch is not within the scope of the census inquiry. 
The data furnished in the reports of the Eleventh Census relating to 
depreciation of manufacturing plants are not sufficient to form a basis 
for correct computations, and therefore are omitted from these tables. 

Fourth. The individual returns were classified at the census of 1890 
according to the product of chief value, and some of the diiferences, 
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whicli will appear upon coinijarison of these data witli corresponding 
classes reported at the census of 1880, are due to changes in classifica- 
tion. The classifications of industries at 1880 and- 1890 yveve not identi- 
cal, some classes shown in 1880 were subdivided, some consolidated, and 
the i^hraseology of the others changed in 1890. In order to compare 
similar industries reported at the two censuses the necessary changes 
and combinations, when possible, liave been made in the classifications 
and figures for the industries presented in Tables 2 and 3. 

Great care has been exercised in assigning the individual reports to 
the different classes, but while there may appear a given number of 
establishments in a certain class of industry, it docs not follow that the 
articles covered by that class are not manufactured by establishments 
included in other classes. The making of shirts, for instance, is shown 
as a separate branch of industry, but doubtless some establishments 
classed as " Furnishing goods, men's ", and possibly " Clothing, men's ", 
also make shirts. Some of the establishments classed as '■' Shirts" also 
manufacture some articles classed as "Furnishing goods, men's". 
Therefore, the figures given under the classification of "Shirts " can 
not be considered as representing all the shirts made in manufacturing 
establishments during the year, nor should it be considered as consist- 
ing entirely of shirts as a product. 

When two or more establishments owned bj- the same corporation, 
firm, or individual are located in the same county or city and engaged 
in the same industry, they are tabulated and counted as 1 establish- 
ment. 

In some cases the office exi)erieuced difficulty in securing reports, and 
it was found necessary to close the canvass of 1880 without obtaining 
returns from some establishments. The establishments thus neglecting 
to comply with the requirements of the law are, with but few eseep- 
tions, unimportant, and their omission from the tables can have but 
slight effect on the totals. 

A large number of reports ^^•ere received from dentists. These 
returns purported to represent only the mechanical work, but it was 
evident that in many cases operative dentistry had been included. This 
fact, combined with the strenuous objection on the part of the profes. 
sion to give any information whatever of the character required by the 
census schedule, on the ground that the census law did not seek to 
secure the returns for professional services, caused the office to discon- 
tinue its efforts to obtain further reports for the mechanical branch of 
the profession. The statistics publislied are those wh.ich were secured 
prior to the objection referred to. 

It was found impracticable to make a comx^lete canvass of the entire 
United States for the collection of statistics pertaining to the genera- 
tion of electricity for lighting and power purposes. The data concern- 
ing this industry are therefore confined to the state of ISTew York, the 
city of St. Louis, Mo., and the District of Columbia. 
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Owiug- to tlio clianges iu both tlie form aud the scoi)e of the inquiry 
at the census of 1890 as compared with that of 1880, the data as 
reported at the two census periods shouhl not bo used to compute the 
percentages of increase. 

In the following comparative statoment,' showing the percentage of 
increase, the statistics for 18G0 do not include the data for the industries 
lireviously enumerated as not being included in the reports of the Tenth 
Census. Petroleum, refining, which formed part of a separate report at 
the census of 1880 and was not iitcluded in tbe statistics of manufac- 
tures, is included in the figures for both censuses in this statement, and 
the statistics for ISSO are further iierfected by the elimination of cer- 
tain data duplicated under the head of '-Mixed textiles " at that census. 
The employes and wages are also shown under the two classes of "Offi- 
cers, firm members, and clerks " and "All other employes ", so the pro- 
portion of the total number and the total wages wnid the office force can 
be readily ascertained.

TKUK VALT'ATION. 

The. total true valuation of tlie real and i^ersoiial property in the 
cou])try at the close of the census period 1890 amounted to 
$65,037,091,197, of which amonnt $39,544,544,333 represents the value 
of real estate and improvements thereon and $25,492,546,864 that of 
personal property, including railroads, mines, and quarries. At the 
same time the total assessed value of real and personal property taxed 
was $25,473,173,418, of which amount $18,956,556,675 represented real 
estate and improvements thereon and $6,516,616,743 personal property. 

The true valuation is what would be deemed a fair selling price for 
the property, ' and is thus termed in distinction from the assessed 
valuation, which is a value placed upon certain taxable property for 
taxation purposes only. 

The value of visible and tangible property only is included in the 
figures of true valuation herewith published, and the amounts are 
generally distributed among the respective states where the property 
is located without reference to ownership. 

The true valuation of real estate includes all improvements thereon, 
and is based on reports of local oincers or of private individuals believed 
to be familiar with real estate values in their respective localities, but 
does not include the value of railroads or mines and quarries. lu every 
case a statement showing such true valuation of the state by counties 
has been submitted to the governor of the state for his approval or 
correction, and all changes suggested by him have been made. 

The true value of personal property iu most cases is that placed upon 
it by its owners and given to the enumerators and other census officials, 
as required by law. 

The value given to railroads and equipments, however, represents 
the cost of construction and equii)ment of the roads in question, and is 
distributed among the several states according to mileage. 

The gold and silver coin and biillion is the amount reported by the 
Director of the Mint as in the country at the close of the fiscal year 1890. 

The value of merchandise in stock and of cattle not on farms is 
based upon the value of such property assessed for taxation ; that of 
furniture and personal belongings upon their insured values as shown 
by an examination of 8,000 policies upon contents of houses not in 
large cities; that of libraries and other exempt property upon returns 
188 
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received from nearly every municipality iii the country; that of foreiftn 
goods iu bond upon tlie report of tlie Treasury Department, and tliat 
of agricultural products on hand upon the report of the Secretary of 
Agriculture for 1890. These values are included as miscellaneous, 
and represent, it is believed, substantially all the wealth of the country 
not elsewhere classified.

The assessed valuation of 1880 has been somewhat increased above 
the amount reported by the Tenth Census by the inclusion of railroad 
values omitted but on which ad valorem taxes were levied. 

The total true value in 1890 includes $941,031,378, A'alue of vacant 
national lands and Indian reservations not embraced iu the figures for 
1880. Omitting this amount, and it will be noticed that the increase 
per cent of true valuation was substantially the same for the decade as 
that of the assessed valuation. The true valuations for previous census 
periods will be fully considered in the final volume. 

ASSESSED VALUATION AND AD VALOREM TAXATION. 



The valuation given to real estate and personal property throughout 
the country for purposes of taxation is termed "Assessed valuation". 
It covers but a portion of the property in existence, a considerable 
amount of both real and personal being specially exempt from taxation 
by law, and of the latter class it is known that an additional portion 
escapes taxation by fraudulent evasion. 

The term real estate, as generally used iu the several states, and 
consequently in these tables, includes lands and all things pertaining 
thereto which would ordinarily pass to the vendee by the transfer of a 
fee simple title, but in case of mining and gas lands, especially where 
taxation is levied exclusively upon the output, the stock, or the gross 
receipts of the company owning the property, the real estate is assessed 
for taxation purposes without regard to the ores or gas embraced within 
its limits. 

The kinds of personal property assessed for taxation are defined by 
law in the several states. In some cases a value for taxation is given 
to polls and occupations by the states, but in these tables such values 
have been omitted whenever practicable. 



1.90 ABSTRACT Ol? THE ELBVENTIi- CENSUS. 

Tlie taxation reported is foi- state, county, local, and school parposesj 
and includes only tlie taxes levied upon I'eal and. personal property. 
Poll taxes, dog taxes, and taxes payable in labor are not included, as 
far as Inaown to tliis office. 

PUBLIC INDEBTEDNKSS. 

Tke debt of the United States embraces in. tlie aggregate tlie Jiational, 
state, county or parisli, municipal, and school district debtis of the 
country; also the debt of irrigation districts in California and of fire 
districts in Massachusetts. The term municipal, as used, embraces 
cities, towns, villages^ townships, boroughs, and ijreciucts, being all the 
subdivisions of the county or parish, except the school districts. The 
aggregate stated is believed to represent the indebtedness of every 
political division of the United &tates except that of the poor dis- 
tricts of Pennsylvania, of wliich no satisfactory information seems 
obtainable at present.

The figures have been compiled from ijublished or special rexjorts 
received at this offtcCi Such ivports- show complete figures for the 
national and state governments, for the postal service and for schools ; 
also for 1,318- counties having 60 per, cent of the entire population, 
and for the municipalities having 50,000 or more population in- 1S90, 
except Denver, Col.; Camden, N. J., and Lincoln, Neb., and for nearly 
all municipalities- having a population of 4-,000 or less than 50,000 in 
l.S!H). 
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Estimates based upon, tlie kuowu tax levy aaid tlie population are 
made for the delinqueut couutie&and cities and for the imiiiidpalities 
having less than 4,000 x)opnlation. 

The espendituxes actually reported iu detail, however, embrace 93 
per cent of the total involved, leaving less than 7 per cent based upon 
estimates, and this portion has been subjected to such tests as to ieave 
little doubt as to its substantial accuracy. 

In the final grouping of the transactions tlie receipts and expenib- 
tures of the national government on account of th.e District of Columbia 
ai'e omitted,, being embraced in the report of the Disti-ict^ and as the 
fall report of transactions in the postal service are embraced in the 
table, the item of deficiency on account of such service also disappears 
as a separate item in the aggregation. 

Exclusive of iiostal exijenditures reimbursed by postal receii)ts, the 
cost per capita of maintaining the national, state, and local g-ovemments, 
including schools, in 1890, was $13.05. 

In- some cases th«> state reports show the leceipts ajid expenditures 
only biennially, grouping two years' transactions. In such cases one- 
half of the amount for the two years nearest 1890 is taken as for that 
year, and where, though the report shows annual transactions, tlie 
legislature holds a session only biennially, one-half of the exjjenses of the 
session held nearest to 189& is also taken as the legislative expense for 
that 3'ear. 

So item oi vecei}>ts or expenditures on account of loans or invest- 
ments ef security funds, or any balance of cash on hand is published, 
bait aueh items will ai)pear in the details of theftnai volume. It will 
be noticed that in, the aggregate of all transactions, national, state, and 
local, the receipts exceed the exi>enditures in the sum of $124,518,958^ 
of which amount the excess in the transactions of the national govern- 
ment, LncludLu^ postal service, amounted to $108*930,006, leaving 
$15,582,802 as a surplus arising from the financial transactions of the 
state and local goreruments during the year 1890. 

The receiftts and expenditures of the national government, including 
these of the postal service in detail, and the expenditures of the local 
governments for pitblic schools for 1890,. are compared with like items 
for 1880; but no figures showing state, county, or municipal expendi- 
tures for any other period biwe been published by tliis of&«e, and no 
comparison can therefore be made. 

In eompilingthe-expenditures of municipalitieri all municipal accounts 
ai'e included, and the amount of interest paid on bonds issued on 
account of waterworks or other undertakings is charged in each case as 
part of the expenses of the enterprise of which only the net results are 
reported. The amount of interest paid on bonds issued by any city 
and held in its sinking fund is treated only as a transfer between 
accounts and the interest payment correspondingly diminished.

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The more important results of the investigation of real estate mort- 
gages are contained in the 7 tables that follow. The census day of this 
investigation is January 1, 1890. 

The mortgage movement in the United States during the 10 years 
1880 to 1889 is shown in Table 1, which exhibits the number of mort- 
gages made each year and the amount of debt secured by them without 
regard to the fact that it was or was not in force January 1, 1890. 

Table 2 shows the number of acres and lots covered by the mortgages 
contained in Table 1 and by the mortgages not stating the amount of 
debt secured by them contained in Table 2. 

Table 4 presents the average unpaid amount of each mortgage in 
force. Percentages of the true value of all taxed real estate represented 
by the mortgage debt in force are contained in the same table, and 
these percentages are computed upon the value of real estate not mort- 
gaged as well as mortgaged. In regard to the existing mortgage debt 
per capita, shown in this table, it should be borne in mind that all per- 
sons, including those who are not mortgage debtors, are included in 
the computation; and the same may be said in regard to the averages 
showing the population to each mortgage in force. The only light that 
is thrown upon the increase of existing mortgage debt is shown in the 
last column, which contains percentages of the increase of mortgage 
debt incurred in 1889 over that incurred in 1880. 

Special investigations were conducted in 102 counties to discover 
the reasons why mortgage debt was incurred, and the condensed 
results are exhibited in Table 7. These counties are well distributed 
geographically throughout the United States, and there is no cause 
to believe that the objects for which mortgage debt was incurred in 
them are materially diiferent from those in the country at large.

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STATISTICS OF CHURCHES. 



The statistics here given are for the year 1890, the denominations 
being arranged alpliabetically. 

The term "organizations" includes churches or congregations, and 
also missions and chapels, when they have members and a form of 
organization. 

By "edifices" is meant all buildings owned and used for religious 
worship. Two or more denominations are often joint owners of an 
edifice and its belongings. The fractions do not appear in the follow- 
ing tables. 

"Seating capacity" indicates the number of persons a building will 
seat at any one time. In cases of joint ownership and occupancy the 
seating capacity of an edifice is given in full in connection with eacli 
denomination interested. 

The "value" is the estimated worth of church buildings, their furni- 
ture and bells, and the ground on which they stand. 3^o account is 
taken of indebtedness. Parsonages are not included, nor is any other 
class of church property. 

The column of communicants or members includes all who are per- 
mitted to partake of the Lord's Supper in denominations observing ^ 
that sacrament, and those having full privileges in denominations 
like the Friends, the Unitarians, and the Jewish temples. 

As the census reports of 1880 contain no church statistics, no oppor- 
tunity for comparison is afforded. 

There are in all 143 denominations specified, and 231 independent 
Lutheran, and 156 miscellaneous independent congregations, with 
111,036 ministers, 165,177 organizations, 142,521 edifices, with a seat- 
ing capacity of 43,564,863 (a); '23,334 halls, schoolhouses, and private 
.houses, with a seating capacity of 2,450,858. The value of the church 
property is $679,630,139, and the total number of communicants 
20,612,806. 

In addition to the churches reported, halls, schoolhouses, and private 
houses are occupied as places of worship by organizations which have 
no church edifices of their own. There are 23,334 halls, etc., thus used. 
The figures on the following page represent the number of halls, school- 
houses, and private houses occupied by organizations and the seating 
capacity of the two formef . For obvious reasons no returns are given 
for the accommodations furnished by private houses.

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STATISTICS OF INSURANCE 



The accompaDying tables i)resent a condensed summary of the busi- 
ness of insurance in the United States, as prepared for the census of 
1890, and compared with corresponding statistics from the census of 
1880. The figures were taken from the Compendium of the Tenth 
Census and from tables prepared for the final report of the Eleventh 
Census. 

Table 1 is a comparison by states of the total risks in force Decem- 
ber 31, 1879, and December 31, 1889, showing total amounts in force 
and the increase or decrease, and percentage of increase or decrease by 
the fire, mai"ine, and inland insurance companies transacting business 
in the United States on those dates. 

Table 2 is a comparison by states of the financial condition of the 
business of the fire, marine, and inland insurance companies transacting 
business in the United States on December 31, 1889, with that of those 
of December 31, 1879. 

Table 3 is a comparison by states of the financial condition of the 
life insurance companies of Class A transacting business in the United 
States on December 31, 1889, with those in business December 31, 1879, 
showing total assets and liabilities on December 31, 1879, and Decem- 
ber 31, 1889, and the amount of increase or decrease of assets and lia- 
bilities and i)ercentage of such increase or decrease, and the total 
amount of income and expenditures during the years 1879 and 1889, 
and the increase or decrease and i)ercenta,ge of such increase or decrease 
of those of 1889 over those of 1879. 

Table 4 is a comi^arison by states of the risks in force by the life 
insurance companies of Class A transacting business in the United 
States on December 31, 1889, with those of the companies in business 
on December 31, 1879.
